In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 
90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the finan- 
cial records of the Town of Greenwood have been audited 
for the municipal year ended December 31, 1959.

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying 
comments present the result of the financial operations of 
Town for the period designated.

TOWN OF GREENWOOD 
January 1, 1959 to December 31, 1959 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Green- 
wood has been completed for the municipal year ended Dec- 
ember 51, 1959. The audit included an examination of the 
financial records maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors. 
Tax Collector, Town Treasurer, and the annual town meeting 
records of the Town Clerk. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations re- 
vealed that available funds exceeded expenditures by 
$2,119.23, per the following summary: 


Operating Accounts 
Unexpended Balances $4,820 09 
Overdrafts 2,700 86 


Net Balances to Surplus $2,119 23 
ASSETS 


The cash balance of $11,588.93 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the First Portland National Bank, 
Portland, Maine (Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the 
audit date and reconciled with the closing balance. Cash 
receipts and deposits were compared on a monthly basis for 
the audit period. 


Other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances 
shown on the Selectmen’s records. Investments were verified 
by examination of the certificates. Other assets were verified 
by means available to the auditor. 


LIABILITIES 


The Town had no general fund liabilities at the audit 
date. 


Notes payable, incorporated in the balance sheet under 
Debt Fund, reflect the balance of notes issued in 1957 for 
the purchase of a snow plow and truck. At the audit date the 
outstanding balance amounted to $6,603.72 and the notes

were held by the First Portland National Bank with interest 
at four percent. (Schedule A-9). 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Appropriation account balances at the year end 
amounted to $2,202.50, representing educational account bal- 
ances earried forward in compliance with statutory require- 
ments (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town at the year end 
amounted to $17,969.69, a net increase of $71.67 as compared 
with the preceding year. This increase was occasioned prin- 
cipally by the excess of available funds over expenditures 
(Exhibit C). 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS 


Trust fund principals totaled $1,168.00 at the year end 
while unexpended income amounted to $561.86. These were 
represented by time deposits. 


The fire protection fund which amounted to $447.76 at 
the begininng of the year was transferred to departmental 
operations during the year under review. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the Town Clerk’s records revealed 
that transfers from surplus to certain operating accounts 
totaling $1,955.51 were authorized by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Ex- 
ternal verifications were utilized on a sample basis to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recorded assets. Receipts, vouchers and 
cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. Major 
fluctuations in revenue and expenses were reviewed. Bond 
coverage was reviewed and listed. Excise tax collections were 
verified by examination of the copies of receipts retained by 
the Collector. Treasurer’s receipts and deposits were ana- 
lyzed and warrants and bank charges were reviewed to de- 
termine the accuracy of the Treasurer’s cash account. 
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Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to the develop- 
ment of these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the Town at December 31, 1959, and the result of its oper4a- 
tion for the year then ended.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 


For the past three years it has been possible through the 
closing of a school and by increases in state school subsidy 
to keep school costs from increasing. During this same 
period most towns have been experiencing yearly increases 
up to ten percent or more. Finally it becomes necessary to 
ask for a very large increase of approximately $6,000 over 
what was raised last year. 


A large balance has been used up during the last two 
years, leaving a small overdraft to start 1960. Teacher sala- 
ries have had to be increased to place the teachers on the 
State Minimum Salary Schedule. For 1960 your school 
committee is asking for an amount for plant maintenance 
(repairs) which is larger than usual. The latter includes 
the following projects. At the Locke Mills school, inclosing 
the furnace in a fire resistive room, new shed roofing, out- 
side painting, new floor in primary room, and some new 
pupils’ desks. It also includes funds for payment of bills 
for work recently completed. 


You will notice in the following recommendations a 
change in the arrangement of the several items of the 
school maintenance account. This is being done to conform 
more closely to the new state system of accounting used in 
figuring the net operating cost of schools. The old “repair” 
item will be classified as Plant Maintenance and will be part 
of the general maintenance account. The only items not to 
be classed as school maintenance will be expenditures for 
new construction and new (additional) equipment. This ac- 
count will be called Capital Outlay. 


The committee has made no definite recommendation 
for Capital Outlay. It was felt that a discussion of the pro- 
jects involved—possible installation of a central heating 
system and flush toilets at the Greenwood City building — 
should be left to the annual town meeting. If you continue 
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to maintain the Greenwood City School, it will be necessary 
to inclose the heating unit in a fire resistive room. 


Since it was not possible to have school lunches this 
year, the donation from the Ekeo Foundation was placed in 
the lunch account to be used at some future date to equip a 
school lunch kitchen at the Locke Mills School. It will not 
be possible to have lunches (under the government sponsored 
program) until a kitchen is built so that they may be prepar- 
ed at school. Preparation of lunches in a private home will 
no longer be allowed.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct-

To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
truck plow attachment of Howard P. Fairfield and raise 
money for such purchase. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and road commissioner to sell the Caterpillar 
tractor and deposit the proeeds in a fund for future pur- 
chase of equipment or otherwise.
